basinbasin also deprived Germany of 
extensive coal depositw.

Dr. Helfferich, just before his death, 
in a special series of articles on Ger- 
many’s finances “contributed to the 
London Statist, estimated the present- 
day wealth of Germany somewhat 
Jower. Taking as a basic figure 200 
billion gold marks, or say. $47,600,- 
600,000, he reduced this amount by 

« making aliewance for diminished pro- 
ductivity of the intrinsic value of 
Germany's wealth, On this account 
he made a reduction of 50 billion gold 
marks, or $11,900,000,000, concluding 
that the present value of the German 
national wealth would amount to 150 
billion gold marks, or about $35,700,- 
600,000. —

lent condition of her railroads, as giv- 
en in the Dawes report, ‘the Research 
Department -of*the Bankers "Trust 
Company.is of the opinion that this

Canadian ¢ Coal Output 


Continuance of Strikes Has Resulted 
In Lower Production 

The output of coal from Canadian 
mines declined during the month: of 
May to the lowest point reached since 
April, 1923, due to the continuance of 
styjkes. in Alberta and Fastern British 
Columbia and to the Jessened output 
from Noya Scotia owing to the lack 
of orders. The total Cangdian out- 
put during May amounted to 708,004 
short tons or a decrease of about 30 
per cent. below the tonnage for the 
previous month. While the output in 
every: doal-producing province was 
lower than in April, the falling. off 
was most. serious in Nova Scotia, 
where production fell from 646,000 
tons in April to 430,000 tons in May. 

Comparison otf May, and April fig- 
ures, covering importation. of coal from 
the United States and Great Britain, 
showed a mark@d increase. May im- 
ports amounted to 1,110,126 tons, 
while in April, 734,991 tons were 
brought in. ~ Exports. of Canadian 
coal in May were larger than‘in April. 
In May, 47,965 tons were exported and 
‘in April, 5318. tons, 
ber of men employed in Canadian coal 
mines in May was 20,607. The month- 
ly production per man was 34,3 tons 
for May as against 48 tons per man for 
April. The above figures appear in 
the nionthly report of coal statistics 
for Cahada issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics.

The Holding Power Of Nails 


Subject of Investigation By Forest 
Products Laboratoties 

Driving a nail into.a plece-of wood 
may seem to many a simple process, 
and one that would hardly be of much 
interest to a laboratory. A nail is 
used, however, for a given piirpose— 
it is intended to hold and stay where 
it ts put. This featiire of nail driv- 
fig is of very great interest, as prac- 
tically al! wood construction is de 
pendent upon nails. . 

The holding power of nalis. has been 
the subject of a great deal of investi 
gation by the Forest Products Labora- 
torles of the Department of the In- 
tertor There are many kinds. of 
wood being used at present for build 
ing and other wood work, and the Mst 
is cofstantly belng added to. . There 
are also many kinds of nails, together 
with varied lengths and thickness in 
each. 

It is common knowledge that the cut 
nall has greater holding power than the 
wire nafl, but it is not so easily driven, 
While the wire nail when cement coat- 
ed, barbed, ete., has its holding power 
considerably increased, Again, 
where large quantities .of nails are 
used, as in the packing cases indus- 
FY, <2 difference of one-half inch in 
the length of nails required. to secure 
the necessary strength in the case 
may mean a considerable saving on 
account of the larger number of nails 
to the pound. 

The proper naijs to use with the 
different species of wood, and the re- 
sults required represents, as will be 
seen, a problem with whictf all users 
of nails are*confronted, and it is one 
in which the Forest Products Labora- 
tories are endeavoring to solve, Some 
six -hundred tests haye been made, 
with specially designed equipiient, and 
the work will be continued until all

Bank Bills Paper Reclaimed 


Forest Products Laboratories Produce 
Clean Pulp From Damaged 
Currency 

What becomes of all the defaced and 
damaged paper money is a question 
that has often been asked of bankers. 
Heretofore the answer has invariably 
been, that it is burmed. Many inter- 
esting stories associated with the 
burning cerethony have gone the 
rounds of the press, among them be- 
ing one in which an excessive draft 
in the furnace littered St. James’ 
Street in Montreal with partially burn- 
‘ed. bills. Ottawa's fire department 
was once called out to answer an 
alarm of fire whén damaged paper 

oney was being destroyed in the 
furnaces of the Finance Department 
in the East Block. Later the’ melting 
furnaces at the Mint were used for 
this-fmrpose. 

The destruction by burning ef con- 
demned paper money seems likely to 
become an obsolete practice, The 
Forest Products Laboratories, of the 
Department of the Interior, have been 
cafrying on a series Of experiments to 
develop the best method of recovering 
good paper stock ‘rom the condémned 
paper currency withdrawn from ¢ir- 
culation by the Department of Finance 
and the various banks, and to ascer- 
tain if such a method is commercially 
feasible. Refining of the stock pro- 
duced under normal cooking condi: 
tions was carried out and, by the use 
ofa special washing equipment, it was 
found possible to recover an absolutely 
clean pulp. ™ 

The paper used for the printing of 
bank notes is made from pure Tinen 
cuttings, and is one of the most ex- 
penstye papers manufactured. will 
readily be seen that if.the Fortst Pro- 
‘ducts Laboratories aro able sueccess- 
fully to reclaim the paper from con- 
demned currency it will be of consid- 
erable commercial importance.

New Regulation Makes It Easy To 
Remain Swedish Citizen 

It will be harder to become 4 citi- 
zen of Sweden, and easier to remain 
ene after the beginning of next year, 
According to a new law which ‘has just 
been passed. 

The new citizenship regulation re- 
quires five years’ residence, ifistead of 
three, for the naturalization of immi- 
grants. According to the old law a 
Swedish woman lost her citizenship 
upon marriage tc a man who was not 
a Swedish. citizen. But. under the 
new law such a married woman re- 
tains her national allegiance to Swed- 
en until she becomes naturalized un- 
der the laws of some’ other country. 

‘Under the old law Swedes, residing 
abroad for'a périod vf ten years auto- 
matically lost their citizenship, even 
though they had not “become natural- 
ized in the country of residence. But 
under the new law a Swedish citizen 
by birth who has been domiciled 
Sweden r@tains bis political status 
Wherever he resides unless he should 
become naturalized in some other 
country, Persons whose Swedish 
citizenship has Japsed under the old
